Although these teams are not in the 
same league the game has been caus- J 
ing much speculation among the j 
hockey followers in it his vicinity be- 
cause or nhe fact that both teams went 
into toe game unbeaten this winter.

ANOTHER SPLENDID CONCERT. 

A great deni has been wild of the 
(ability of tlhe well -known Madame 
Mary Hlssem-de Moss of New York. 

I he well-known soprano. She made 
her first appearance in Newton on 
Wednesday evening at the Players’ 
Hall. West Newton, the occasion being 
the fourth concert of the series in- 
augurated by Messrs. Charles E. Hat- 
field and H. L. Pur rage. 

Madame de Moss’ program was di- 
vided into three parts, each possess- 
ing special significance. The first 
part was made up mostly of composi- 
tions of I he old masters, while the 
other two parts were made up of more 
modern composers, especially the 
i bird part, which Included numbers 
by Phillip Paul Bliss, Dalhousle 
Young, Liza l^ehmnmi, Norris and 
Woodman. 

Madame de Moss was in excellent 
voice and showed to great advantage 
the wonderful sweetness and power it 
possesses. It would indeed be diffi- 
cult to any In what class of work she 
excelled, whether in the sweeter lul- 
labys that called for eo much ex- 
pression or whether in the heavier 
numbers such as “The Mermaid Song” 
by Haydn, or “Oh, had I Jubal’s 
Lyre.” from the oratorio Joshua by 
Handel that in turn called for exact- 
ness of technique and flexibility of 
execution. 

One of the most pleasing phases of 
the concert was the fact that the 
heartiest applause was given to the 
compositions of Phillip Paul Bliss, So 
well received was the group of songs 
by this composer that the audience 
Insisted upon a repetition of "Birds 
in the High Hall Garnder” and “A 
Springtime Wish.” Mr. Bliss Is a 
young American composer, rapidly 
coming to the front, a young man 
whose musical ideals are of the high- 
est order and who is devoting himself 
greatly to the musical setting of the 
better known Tennyson poems. 

Miss Marriott Strickland, the ac- 
companist, assisted greatly in the 
success of the program by the pains- 
taking efforts displayed. Her touch 
is pleasing and sweet, yet at the same 
time firm. In the singing passages 
she shows much artistic temperament 
and at no time dominated, although 
at all times she was self-reliant and 
undoubtedly aided the soloist much 
by her surety. 

Taking the whole program it would 
he difficult to pick out the most at- 
tractive numbers unless they were 
as above stated, the compositions of 
Mr. Bliss. Madame de Moss entered 
into her work with all the beauty of 
her warm, Southern nature, which in 
itself explains one of the reasons for 
her success. Enunciation, tone, tune, 
rhythm, technique, execution — all are 
possessed by her in all of the best 
forma. 

Mr. A. H. Handley, under whose 
direction these concerts are being 
given, is to be congratulated upon the 
high artistic success they are achiev- 
ing.

MID WINTER MEETING OF THE 
MASSACHUSETTS STATE FED- 
ERATION OF WOMEN S 
CLUBS. 

An audience that crowded Park 
St reel t hurdh to l lie doors assembled 
on Tuesday, Feb. 1, for the mid winter 
meeting of the Massachusetts Stale 
Federation. Promptly at 10 o'clock 
Miss G corgi e A. Bacon, president, 
called the meeting to order and 
graciously welcomed not only dele- 
gates from Massachusetts, but also 
from alt the other New England 
Stales. She said that this year. In- 
stead of presenting subjects directly 
concerned with particular committees, 
it is the policy to present great move- 
ments of the day, nnd so for that ses- 
sion a question of vital Importance 
lo all New England had been selected, 
that of “Conservation." 

A sliver-mounted gavel presented 
to the Federation by the Forlnightly 
Club of Winchester was used for the 
first time. 

Certain legislative matters were 
then presented by Mrs. Alice Parker 
Lesser, chairman of the -legislative 
committee, for lihe action of the Fed- 
eration. They were as follows: 

Senate Bill 19 in regard to the milk 
supply, authorizing the State Board 
of Health in conjunction with the 
dairy board to make regulations in i 
regard to the production, transporta- I 
lion and sale of milk, so as to secure 1 
purity, cleanliness and health fulness. 

Five bills relative to child labor. 
House Bill 329. That no child under 
IS shall be employed for more than 
eight hours a day. House Bill 330. 
That minors shall not be employed in 
trades that are dangerous to their 
health. House Bill 331. That no child 
between 14 and 16 shall be employed 
before 6 a. m. or after 7 pm. ex cep 
on farms. A bill requiring certificates 
of physical fitness of children between 
ageB 14 -to 16. Another bill requir- 
ing that children engaging in street 
trades be licensed -by tlhe school 
committee. 

Bills presented by the Watch and 
Ward Society to enact legislation 
against the so-called “White Slave 
Traffic.” 

A bill providing for a Federal Chil- 
dren’s Bureau. These measures re- 
ceived the endorsement of the Fed- 
eration. 

Two others were presented for the 
Federation to enter protest against: 
The Spanish War Veterans’ bill in 
the State Legislature and the Hetdh- 
Hetchy Valley question before Con- 
gress. 

Mrs. F. W. Girard, chairman of the 
General Federation forestry commit- 
tee, who was presenit, was called to 
the platform to speak regarding the 
taking of Hetch-Helchy Valley as a 
reservoir for Sam Francisco. She said 
there are several questions involved 
in this matter, chief -among them 
being the precedent that Is estab- 
lished in allowing a public service 
corporation to Itake a national reserve 
from the people. There are other 
water supplies which San Francisco 
can secure. “Shall we allow the pre- 
cedent to be established?" 

T-he convention voted unanimously 
to protest against these two meas- 
ures. 

“A Glance at the work of the State 
Federations of New England," as pre- 
sented by their presidents, occupied 
the rest of the morning. In the .ab- 
sence of Mrs. Charles F. Flagg, Mrs. 
Stanley Plummer spoke for Maine, 
Mrs. Will lam Burlingame -for New 
Hampshire, Mrs- Oliver O. Ashton for 
Vermont, Mrs. Ira D. Hash roue k for 
Rhode Island. Mrs. William H. Phipps 
for Connecticut, and Mrs. Caroline S. 
Atherton, first vice-president, for Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The Maine Federation lias been ac- 
tively interested in the matter of 
travelling libraries and this work has 
been put into the hands of a State 
Library Commission, two of whom are 
always club women recommended by 
the Federation. Child labor question 
has been agitated by them and Im- 
provement In the laws secured. Bet- 
ter factory inspection has been 
worked for. They have worked for 
the cause of forestry, seoured a cliuir 
of forestry at the University of Maine 
and advocated the Mount Katahdln 
Forest Reserve. 

Among the things reported from the 
New Hampshire Federation may be 
mentioned t lie withdrawing of young 
children from the county farms; in- 
spection of all State and county char- 
itable institutions; ihe establishment 
of a State school for feeble-minded 
children; laws for the guardianship 
and protection of children; educa- 
tional work in the prevention of 
tuberculosis. Individual clubs are 
educating young women at the State 
Normal School who In turn pledge 
themselves to teach a certain length

or time in the rural schools; they arc I 
exceedingly Interested In forestry. 

“Once our people are aroused to 
I he Importance of this subject." said 
Mrs. Burlingame, "devastation will 
cense and it is here that our clubs 
may accomplish much. We may strive 
lo educate public opinion. From 
thousands of homes shall go forth the 
voice of warning and demand that 
our land be protected from those who 
would destroy our natural resources.” 

Mrs. Oliver C. Ashton of Rutland, 
Vt., in speaking of her Federation, 
said that they are trying to do just 
what New Hampshire is doing. They 
■have been Interested In travelling 
libraries, have secured the appoint- 
ment of women on the 9inte Board 
of Institutions, have worked to wipe 
out the “Great White Plague" and 
have carried on a campaign of educa- 
tion in tlhe matter of forestry. She 
dwelt upon some of the geographical 
difficulties t'hey encounter in the 
matter of holding meetings, and won- 
dered how many women would have 
been present at this meeting If It had 
■meant three days’ time, a day to 
come and a day to go, and an expense 
of from $5 to $10. She gave some 
idea of the work of Individual clubs 
by rending the program for this year 
of the Rutland Woman’s Club. 

Rhode Island has worked for bet- 
terment of child labor laws, for bet- 
ter factory inspection, investigated 
tenement (houses with view to getting 
improved laws, is circulating 100 
travelling libraries this year; has agi- 
tated the pure milk supply question. 

“As a State,” said Mrs. Hasbrouch, 
"Rhode Island has been slower than 
many in waking to the need of the 
conservation of Its natural resources. 
But the density of Its population and 
tihe fact that it is accredited with 
more trees and waterways to its acre- 
age than any State in the Union, 
makes it a problem of vital import- 
ance to every citizen. This truth is 
being agitated by our educators. And 
when the opportune time for action 
arrives the Rhode Island Federation 
will not be found wanting.” 

Connecticut reported that possibly 
Its best work had been along forestry 
lines under the efficient leadership of 
Mrs. F. W. Girard, who is now chair- 
man of the General Federation com- 
mittee, as well as that of Connecticut. 
They have also helped in securing a 
woman factory inspector, Influenced 
the probation officer movement, 
launched the Consumers’ League, and 
Connect lent was the first State to se- 
cure an equal guardianship law. In 
a combined effort with the Associa- 
tion of Collegiate Alumnae have im- 
proved educational conditions and an 
Abbott Memorial fund is being raised 
to be used for advanced study by 
Connecticut teachers. In closing her 
remarks Mrs. Phipps said: “We are 
a people of steady habits and perhaps 
a little slow, but I think we shall ar- 
rive.” 

M ass achuse tits, through its first 
vice-president, Mrs. Caroline S. Ath- 
erton, reported as follows: 

“As stated in the by-laws, the ob- 
ject is to unify the work of the clubs. 
In education much has been done to 
co-operate with educators in school 
reforms, in introducing manual train- 
ing, kindergartens and vacation 
schools, for medical Inspection of 
school children, etc. The present 
task Ls the formation of home and 
school associations through the State. 
The Federation has reached out to 
others through ils Model School in 
Georgia, maintained for six years, and 
through Its settlement In the Tennes- 
see mountains, as well as through 
numerous travelling libraries scat- 
tered over the country. 

“The holders of the Federation fel- 
lowship under the direction of the 
committee on Industrial conditions of 
women and children have published 
a simplified code of Massachusetts 
labor laws, have made a thorough 
study of child labor conditions, and 
are about to publish a report on the 
present administration of labor laws 
in the State. This department had 
much to do with the transfer of in- 
spection for sail li ary laws In fac- 
tories from the district police to 
experts under the State Board of 
Health, and also wltih the formation 
of the Massachusetts child labor com- 
mittee. 

“Thousands of dollars aro saved an- 
nually by achool children through 
stamp (savings stations managed by 
club committees. The clubs are do- 
ing more for civic betterment than 
for any other one thing. They are 
fighting tuberculosis; they are work- 
ing for playgrounds, studying the 
claims of the Juvenile Court, and now 
turning attention to a saner und 
safer celebration of July 4. 

“They have fostered an Interest in 
Arbor Day, in school gardening, and 
have done much for the preservation 
of shade trees. Civil service reform 
has been studied and legislation op- 
posed that would exempt veterans 
from the requirements of civil service 
rules. One of the Federation’s great- 
est opportunities ls lntenslne work for 
State and federal legislation, the en- 
dorsement of a few selected measures 
and untiring chain plough ip of the bill* 
endorsed. 

“The Federation maintains high 
standards for club program*, offering 
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I p A | T I A large variety of tlie latest Spring 
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numerous suggestions through Its 
several committees. 

“This work la all unified by confer- 
ences of committees, where the State 
committee on a given subject gets to- 
gether club workers from different 
parts of the State to talk over what 
has been done, what needs to be done 
nnd how' to do it. And by means of 
conference® of presidents, the adjust- 
ment of the various parts is effected 
and the balance preserved. The 
achievements of the clubs are further 
correlated through the returns to 
numerous questions sent out eadh 
year. 

“The Massachusetts Federation 
learned from the splendid response 
of the clubs at the time of the bien- 
nial that it may lead on with confi- 
dence, counting on a loyal following 
of willing workers,” 

The meeting adjourned for lunch- 
eon at 12 o’clock. The members of 
the executive board or the Federation 
with the guests lunched together at 
the Bellevue, while other delegates 
were comfortably cared for at the 
nearby restaurants- 

From 1:30 until 2 o’clock Mr. Har- 
ris Shaw, organist at Columbus Ave- 
nue Universallst Church, gave a re-j 
cital and before the clock marked 2 
nearly every Beat was occupied, For- 
mer Governor Guild was greeted with 
enthusiasm as he mounted the plat- 
form, The afternoon session opened 
wilth the Binging of “America,” -with 
Mrs. Martha Dana Shepard as leader. 
Then followed Governor Guild’s ad- 
dress, which is given in another col- 
umn. 

The singing of “Blest be the Tie 
that Binds” which is sometimes called 
the Federation hymn, brought to a 
close one of the most, If not the 
most, Inspiring meetings the Massa- 
chusetts State Federation has ever 
held.

REMINISCENCES. 

“The ortly time I was ever in court 
was when I swore away my allegiance 
to Great Britain by being naturalized 
a citizen of fthe United Slates,” says 
MiichaeJ B. Buckley, a quaint charac- 
ter whom everyone in Newton Upper 
Falls knows. 

“When I first came to Newton Up- 
per Falls there were only three 
streets Jn the vicinity. These were 
Chestnut street, which led to West 
Newton; Winchester street, leading to 
Oak Hill, and the old turnpike run- 
ning from Boston to Worcester, now 
known as Boylston street. 

“Each one of these thoroughfares 
was so narrow that wagons had to 
turn out In the occasional wide places 
to pass vehicles going in the opposite 
direction. 

'•I was born in county Cork, Ire- 
land, about 1830- I shipped aboard a 
sailing vessel from Queenstown Nov. 
9, 1852. The vessel encountered a 
had storm and we were wrecked on 
the coast of Portugal. I remained 
there four months, whflle ithe vessel 
was recoppered, before we again set 
sail. Finally I landed at Long wharf, 
Boston, April 12, 1853. 

“I boarded a railrtoad train that 
man to Brookline, where the tracks 
ended, and walked on until I reached 
Newton Upper Flails. In Upper Falls 
I secured work on th© estate of J. B. 
Wetherelil, who was then superinten- 
dent of the old Grover & Baker Sew- 
ing -Machine Company. 

"The year that Newton became a 
city, 1873, I secured employment In 
the highway department. Coon after- 
ward George H. Ellis bought the 
Wetherell plaoe. I again became em- 
ployed on the estate, but after four 
years returned to my former position 
Jn the highway department. 

“I had worked for the city 34 years 
and always kept the streets that I 
had to look after In fine condition, 
even if I often had to work more than 
the usual time to do so. 

"One day a former Mayor, while 
on an inspection trip, noticed my 
work. He asked me my age and in- 
quired how long I had been working 
for the city. I felt highly compliment- 
ed. I can tell you. But a week later 
I got a letter saying that there was 
nothing against my character, hut 
that I was too old to work for the 
city any longer. 

“I was one of three men who 
chopped down the yrees that once 
stood in what Is now Newton High- 
lands square. It was a pretty good 
undertaking for (three men to chop 
down those trees, but we accom- 
plished the work in fine shape. 

"Yes, Newlo-n Upper Falls was a 
great deal different when I cam© here 
than It is now. W.luat is now the head 
of Mechanic dtreet was then known 
as Scamps' square, probably because 
j Indians, the rascals, used to camp 
: i!here. 

| "There were only three principal 
dwellings anywhere in the viciinity —

suggested that possibly some officers 
are even selfish about bearing the 
nesponsibilllty themselves and make a 
mistake in not sharing It more with 
others. 

Miss Grace Torr, secretary of the 
National Young People’s Religious 
Union, presented the work o.f the 
young people anid ©aid that her ex- 
perience mdghit be different from some 
of the others, but she hkd found a 
deep sense of personal responsibility 
among those with whom she had been 
thrown, and among them she had 
found it bo be akin to loyalty. 

Mrs. Jessie E. Donahue of Manches- 
ter, N. H., a direutor of the Associate 
Alliance, broughlt a stirring message 
and exhortation to all present to be 
alive iU> all the needs of the church. 

Mrs. J. A. Tufts of Exeter, a direc- 
tor of the National Alliance, present- 
ed a strong appeal to the women to 
support all (the activities of the 
church, the church publications, and 
above all to have personal responsi- 
bility in the matter of church at- 
tendance. 

The organization voted to urge the 
cause of the publications end to com- 
mend them to their separate branches. 
The women also placed themselves 
on record as pledging tthemselves to 
further responsibility In the matter 
of church attendance. 

The chairman of the postofTlce mis- 
sion committee of the National Alli- 
ance spoke of details of her work, 
nnd tho chairman of the committee 
on appeals explained some of the ap- 
peals which now are before the 
branches. 

Between the sessions luncheon was 
served to tho officers and Bipeakers 
by a committee of Charming Alliance, 
Mrs. Ralph C. Emery, chairman, while 
the delegates partook of a box lunch- 
eon, coffee and tea being served by 
the hostess. 

In the afternoon a member of the 
Wollaston branch told of her experi- 
ence in starting cheerful letter work. 
Tiie nest of the session was given up 
to two addresses, Rev. Theodore D. 
Bacon of Salem speaking upon "Our I 
Responsibility ns 'Mediators." Mr. 
Bacon dwelt upon the feeling that has 
existed from the being of time of the 
necessity of there being some media- 
tor between man end God. That med- 
iator has changed as our theology has 
changed. 

"It is not enough that people should 
know tho truth. Jn order that it may 
satisfy human needs it must be 
brought to them in living form. The 
old mediatorial florins of on liuPu-lllble 
church or an infallible Bible have loon 
thodr jK)wer. For llnltanianfl, at least , 
Jesus Christ Is no longer the one only 
mediator and advocate. The only 
why, Hum, for them is that they, in- 
dividually and as a body, should ho 
mediators,. As children of God they 
must be saviors, must live the life of 
God and make Him known to men by 


their lives. It is a great, task, but’ 
It cannot be avoided. In assuming it 
they are but floIDowlng out the teach- 
ing and example of Jesus.” 

The closing aid dretss was by Rev. 
Robert F. Lenvene of Fitchburg, who 
book for a subject “Freedom and Re- 
sponsibility-” Ho dwelt upon the cost 
of the freedom that Is ithe Unitarian's, 
tracing its Course from early times, 
und then brought out the responsi- 
bility that ,1s Ms ln the consequence 
of that freedom.

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CIVIC CLUB NARROW DRIVEN MR. DAY HONORED 


HOLDS ANNUAL MEETING ESCAPE 


OUT SPLENDID TRIBUTE TO HIM 


Tihe an muni meeting of the Civic 
Club of Newton, composed or present 
and pa«t members of tihe city govern- 
ment, held at Hotel Lenox last, Wed- 
nesday evening, was a most enjoy- 
able oedfasloiR The attendance was 
unusually large, attracted no doubt 
toy the faeft that Mr. Frederick P. 
Fish, dhairman of the State Board of 
Education, woe the prindlpal speaker 
and that the program Included a dis- 
cussion of live matters relating uo 
NewHon schools. 

Seated at the head table were 
President Benjamin 8. Palmer, Mr. 
Ftah, Sujfc. of Schools Spaulding, ex- 
Alderman Frank A. Day Bind Presi- 
dent Matt B. Jon us of the present 
Board of AJdernien. 

The nominating committee, com- 
posed of Mr. M. B. Jones, Mfl*. F. H. 
Underwood and Hon. H. E. Bothfeld, 
reported during tlhe evening In favor 
or re-electing the present officers, and 
the club then elected Mr. Palmer for 
president, all living ex-Mayors as 
vilce-p resident, Messers. E. P Bosson, 
O. M. EMsIher and Allston Burr as an 
executive committee and J. C Brlm- 
fcleoom as secretary treasurer 

Mr. Fish made a most Interesting 
address, showing the changes which 
modern conditions had made In' mat- 
ters of education. He stated that 60 
years ago the boy and girl received 
a large part of their education outside 
of the schoolroom, In their work about 
the home, in observation and In their 
relations to the life about them- In 
those days, he said, the tool was an 
adjunct of the mun and the best work 
-was done by the man with the most 
skill and the most intelligence. Now- 
adays the man Is a mere adjunct to 
a machine and becomes highly 
specialized In performing but a single 
part of the whole operation. The im- 
mense growth of population has also 
deprived the children of the former 
opportunities to be trained outside 
of the echoolhouse and it has become 
the duty of the State which requires 
40 weekB of school ail tendance of five 
hours each day to so fit that youth 
or the State so that they shall be- 
come fitted to fill the station of life 
to which they are best adapted. Mr. 
Fish believed that, the age of 12 was 
the time to differentiate between 
those pupils who were to be educat- 
ed JV>r the profeselons and those who 
by (Inclination or condition preferred 
the Industrial education. He spoke 
highly of the work done In Newton 
In the Independent industrial school 
and In the Technical High School and 
referred to Dr. Spaulding as the beet 
qualified in administrative educational 
matters In the State. 

President Palmer read many figures 
to show the greatly Increased cost of 
our school system In the past few 
years and called upon Hon. H. E. 
Bothfeld to open the discussion on 
the proposition to reduce the mem- 


bership of the school committee and 
to limit school expenses 1o a fixed 
proportion of the tax levy. Mr. Both- 
feld stated that there was little to 
be said against the reduced mem- 
bership of the school board ns it 
had been clearly shown that the pres- 
ent number was far too large and 
hit a smaller number would be suf- 
ficient to do the work, which woe 
now more of a business nature than 
educational. Mr. Bbthfeld also fa- 
vored a definite sum for school ex- 
penses, because the present method 
creates a divided responsibility be- 
tween the school committee and the 
Board or Aldermen and because the 
school year and the financial year 
were not identical. 

Mr. JSones, the next speaker, did 
not ngree with Mr. Bothfeld as he 
believed there should be more elas- 
ticity In the matter of appropriations. 
Ex-Mayor Hutchinson and Superinten- 
dent Spaulding, who followed, were 
also against making the school ap- 
propriation a fixed proportion of the 
levy. The discussion wiae of great 
Interest and It was with much regret 
that the lateness of the hour com- 
pelled adjournment.

While U has been 
very easy to raise this money, I 
think It Is a far harder cask to spend 
It Wisely so as to satisfy the 1630 
donors to the fund. Conservatism is 
now much In the public mind, of 
forests, water power and natural re- 
sources. I believe we have not 
thought enough of t-he need of con- 
bt vat ism of the priceless young men 
and young women of the r»atlion. In- 
dustrial education is a factor In this 
work. While I have felt that the lack 
of it causes many to be far less use- 
ful In the world than they might 
have been, my attention bae been 
called recently to the Inmates of one 
of our State prisons, and I am begin- 
ning to believe thtat nhe lack of this 
education may even cause men to 
go wrong. I believe ihat a system of 
industrial education would In a few 
years lessen the number of those who 
go astray. We should strive to pro- 
mote It in every way. The Y. M. C. A, 
rooms take the boys off the street, 
give them good moral associations 
and bring them in contact with the 
"big brothers" at a period of life 
when they axe easily Influenced. In 
starting this association with the 
wherewithal, we have done a distinc- 
tive act of conservatism for the 
young people of Newton. I thank you 
from the bottom of my heart for this 
reception and assure you that I es- 
teem it very highly. 

Secretary Bascom was introduced 
and brought the greetings of the boys 
to Mr. Day and ihen read the follow- 
ing letters: 

Hon. John W- Weeks. 

I am very sorry that I shall be 
unable to be present at the dinner to 
be given in honor of Mr. Day, but am 
greatly pleased that the Newton 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
appreciates his work and is going to 
call to public attention Us estimate 
of it. However, It Is fair to say that 
Mr. Day's work In this matter is not 
an isolated cose, but la a simple 
Illustration of what he Is doing con- 
stantly in many different directions. 
If every association and person to 
whom he shows some kindness, or to 
whom he gives a helping hand, were 
to respond with a dinner, hds days 
would be fully occupied.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 

The most Important- event of the 
week from a Newton standpoint was 
the resignation of Representative 
White from the committee on elec- 
tion laws and his appointment to the 
important committee on wtays and 
means. It is true that many of the 
larger appropriation bills have al- 
ready been considered by that com- 
mittee, but Mr. White will have the 
opportunity to pass upon most of the 
bills for metropolitan expenses, and 
in which Newton h*as such a vital in- 
lerest. 

The Newton bills were also heard 
this week by ihe committee on cities 
and included those to amend the city 
charter by taking away the consent- 
ing power of the Board of Aldermen 
to removal of city officials, to author- 
ize an increase in sewer loan outside 
the debt limit, and to authorize the 
widening of River street by taking 
land from the West Newton Cemetery. 

CUty Solicitor Slocum presented the 
matters for the city and ex-Mayor 
Weed appeared in behalf of the bill 
to authorize the Mayor to remove city 
officials. It was opposed by the 
editor of this paper, on the ground 
that there wtas no public sentiment 
for the change in Kills city and that 
the settled policy of the city should 
not be changed without a popular 
referendum. Mr. F. O- Stetson also 
spoke. City Engineer Rogers ex- 
plained Hhe matter of widening of 
River street and Mr. Lawrence Bond 
spoke in opposition. City Treasurer 
Kewhall spoke on the biU to author- 
ize an increase in the sewer loan. 

Some of the interesting bills intro- 
duced include one to authorize the 
Governor and council to fill vacancies 
in the office of county commissioner, 
to Increase the number of county com- 
missioners in Middlesex to five, to 
authorize school committees to fur- 
nish meals to children in the public 
schools, to place registrars of voters 
under civil service rules, for the ac- 
quisition, of land for a park and park- 
wiay In Boston, Newton, Brookline 
and Watertown, and for the annexa- 
tion of part of Newton to Boston. 

Speaker Walker's bill for a more 
effective supervision of the expendi- 
tures of the State lias been filed and 
referred to the committee on ways 
and means, where Representative 
White's experience in making up the 
appropriation bills of the city will be 
of value. 

An .interesting hearing was held 
last week by the Boston Transit Com- 
mission on the mailer of taking im- 
mediate net on on the River bank sub- 
way, so called, which is to bo of such i 
importance to N'ewlon. The law au- 
thorizes construction to begin one I 
year after the opening or the Wash- 1 
inglon sireet subway and the River- 
bank Protective Association of some 
200 members has been organized to 
agitate the matter, The hearing 
brought forth the fact that ihe Tran- 
sit Fctm mission had gone on record 
twice as favoring ihe project and that 
«p(»f*'ly construction was necessary on 
account of the great traffic conges- 
tion on Boy 1st on street.

Dr. Eastman's sub- 
ject was "The Real Indian" and Ills 
interesting descriptions pertained lo 
Ihe m mine ns nnd customs of the prim- 
itive Red Men of this country. A 
full Indian costume added to the ef- 
fectiveness of the speaker. 

On Fqfo. 21 Mrs. Walter E. Brown 
will entertain the club and Mrs. 
Rachel Nctah France will tell of her 
"Recollections of the Stage." 

At the meeting of the Monday Club 
on Feb. 7 the study of George Eliot 
was beguu with a fine paper upon her 
life ami a comprehensive review' of 
“Daniel Dcronda." The poem, “The 
Choir Invisible," was rendered by a 
professional reader. It was altogether 
a very interesting and profitable af- 
ternoon. 

On Monday evening the Newton 
Mother’s Club observed "Gentlemen’s 
Night" at the home of Mrs. Hubert 
Carter. The program Included violin 
selections by Miss Elsie Kimberly, 
songs by Mrs. O. R. Pnlslfer nnd Miss 
Ethel Jaynes, with Mrs. A. P. Carter 
at the piano, and monologues by Miss 
Helen Legate. Refreshments and a 
social hour concluded a delightful 
evening. 

The Aubumdale Review Club met 
with Mrs. William Knowiton on Tues- 
day morning and continued the study 
of France. Miss Ella B. Smith 
read selections from Moliere’s play 
i “L’Avare.” Mrs. Gore gave a paper 
on “Tbe Ancient Regime" and Mrs. 
R. I. Bridgman on "Louis XVI., -Marie 
Antoinette and the Little Dauphin." 
On account of the holiday the club will 
not meet again until -March 1. 

The Social Science Club ait Its 
meeting on Wednesday morning con- 
sidered “Modern Problems within the 
Home.” 

Mrs. G. W. Priest spoke regarding 
the nurse or the hospital, presenting 
arguments on both, sides- She said 
that it is a question which oomes very 
suddenly to many and the decision 
should be, what is best for the family 
ns a whole. She pointed out the sani- 
tary advantages of the hospital as 
having been constructed especially 1 
for the sick. The question of feed- 
ing the patient is often a problem 
that oan be better taken care of in 
the hospital. As ito expense in seri- 
ous cases it is cheaper In serious 
cases to go to the hospital. From 
her own personal experience Bhe felt 
that for the good of the patient and 
the good of the family the hospital 
is Ihe beat place in whioh to he aick. 

In the course of the discussion Mrs. 
J. F. Bothfeld told something of the 
care of nervous diseases in the State 
Hospitals for the Insane. Other mem- 
bers expressed various opinions re- 
garding ’the relative advantages of 
hospital and nurse, the mother-heart 
for the most part feeling that it could 
not bear to have the child taken &way 
w’here she could not at least oversee 
■the care tblai Is being given. One 
member said that the hospital is the 
best place in which to be sick, but 
the home in which to convalesce. 

“The Servant in the House" was 
presented by Mrs. Jesse C, Ivy. In 
opening her paper Mra. Ivy said: 
“Very few of the women who talk 
about their trials in connection with 
servants discuss the question. They 
merely exchange exper.ietieces; they 
do not analyze them; they fie 11 what 
happens, but they do not try to tell 
why." She quoted an article from 
the Outlook which says that one of 
the chief intricacies of this problem 
conies from lack of training for her 
duties In both mispress and maid, 
which renders it impossible to put 
the matter on a professional basis. 
The need of more scientific training 
,of young women in the schools and 
colleges was dwelt upon. Some of the 
reasons why girls have objected to 
domestic service were presented and 
the writer suggested thart this re- 
luctance of young women to become 
domestic servant® must be solved pri- 
vately anti particularly, .for in no 
two households are the elements of 
the problem precisely the same. 

“I think if we women would be 
more loyal to each other, less selfish, 
have more esprit de corps, we would 
work, perhaps, not wonders, but much 
good. Would It not he possible for 
women to organize and talk over this 
domestic problem and see If a little 
order could not be brought out of 
chaos? To fix upon uniform price for 
definite lines of work and take into 
consideration the size and require- 
ments of families." In conclusion she 
said: “It would be safe io say that 
a strong dose of the Golden Rule ! 
taken cadi day would help us out of 
many of our difficult les." 

The discussion of this subject 
brought out many points, but chief 
among them the thought that If more 
friendly relations were established i 
lieiweon mistress and mu Id many dif- 
ficulties would be overcome. 

Mrs. (’. 1J. Gleason gave a very good 
paper upon “The Seams tress, Home- 
made vs, Ready-Made." She pictured 
vividly the trials attending both side® 
of the matter, the difficulty of secur- 
ing good home dressmakers and the 
fatigue and nervotiH strain resulting i 
from getting work done at home ; and 
on the other hand the trial of ready- 
made garments and the feeling or 
dismay alien one beholds herself 
duplicated and triplicated upon the 
street. She expressed the hope that 
the work of the Consumers’ Jveague 
or some kindred organization may be 
extended to include reudy-mude waists 
and dresses, so that we may be as- 
sured that our garments as well as 
our underwear Is produced under 
sanitary and well paid conditions. 

Mrs. Everett E. Kent treated the 
subject of "The Guesi” In an admir- 
able manner, emphasizing both the 
dut'.'s of hi.: igs and guest and rul.-cd 
some question regarding the growing 
custom on the part of guests to fee 
the servants in the household where 
they are visiting . 

The discussion of the whole sub- 
ject was of much interest and all felt 
it had not been nearly exhausrtod 
when the time for adjournment came. 


REMENISCENCES. 


Lord Arobnr. writing for the New 
York Times not long since, remarks: 
“Though not 80. 1 am older than any 
railway company In the world, any 
gas company, any sieainhoat com- 
pany, any telegraph, telephone or 
electric light company." Now we 
have In our good, ohl city of Newlon 
three men over 90 nnd quite a num- 
ber nppronchlng that age, Mr- W. 
I*. Tyler will reach on the 17th of 
February, 89, nnd the late Mr. Gil- 
man was close behind. Mr. Gilmnn 
was most fond of talking over the 
young days, as all these men were, 
allowing the marked change among 
the young ns to (he profuse spending 
or money to what they had In their 
school days, or in later days after 
leaving school, ami working hard to 
get. lip in the world. These men well 
remember all the railroads built and 
Ihe going of the stage from Spring- 
field, Worcester, Plymouth, Lowell, 
Salem, Portsmouth nnd o'; her places; 
most or the streets of Boston paved 
with cobblestones; retail stores open 
evenings, lighted with oil nnd can- 
dles. The dry gilbds centre was 
rornhlll nnd bottom of Washington 
street. The stage taverns were 
Wllds-Patterson, Elm street; Doolit- 
tle, Brattle street. Omnibus to - Dor- 
chester, Roxbury, Charlestown and 
other places, 12 1-2 cent fare. The 
old Middlesex Canal, ending In Hay- 
market square; how cord wood and 
hay by the load could be bought dally 
on the streets; you would hear often 
old Wilson, the city crier, with his 
bell, “A lost child" or a piece of "real 
estate for sale.” The merchants and 
sea captains on State street, about 
1 to 2 o'clock met to talk over business 
matters, that was the Exchange. 
There you would see the strength of 
old Boston. Most of 'the present 
shopping district that we see today, 
from the Neck to State street, W'ere 
homes; no business places. Summer 
street was most attractive; fine 
houses and fine trees. 

Now we see the great change; all 
stores and no homes, all brought 
about by steam railroads, electricity, 
the telegraph. ' telephone, the sewing 
machine, which has had Us wonder- 
ful work, making a revolution in oil 
work formerly done by hand. Look 
into the windows in any city or town 
in the land and see the beautiful 
work In shoes, clothing; none better, 
none even ordered to measure even 
surpassed what you will find today 
at much cheaper prices than 30 year® 
ago." * * *

FAVOR EXPENSIVE PARKWAY SCHEME

Tbc meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men Mfamtdray everting wan as Interest- 
ing a boss ion «s ha® been held for 
many , weeks-. The proceeding® km* 
Uielr usual out^tnd-drted appearance 
early in the evening and there was 
eomeHhlng doing until adjournment 
wo® reached at 10 o’clock. 

Formal hearings were held on peti- 
tion® of Judge 'MarouB Morton, High- 
land avenue; Mm George S. Page, 
Franklin street; Mr, J. L. Damon, Put- 
nam street, and Dr. George E. May, 
Commomweftltih avenue, for permits to 
keep ga Bolen o, aind on petition of the 
Telephone Ooiuqnany for attarihimentfR 
on Washington etireet, none of which 
h» 1 mated any opposition. 

Mr. Carl A. Sylvester, general man- 
agr tor the Middlesex & Boston Street 
Railway Company, appeared in favor 
of the petition for permilssion to act 
n® common carrier of baggage and 
•freight in Newton. Mr, Sylvester 
stated that such permission had been 
granted 'them in other cities and 
towns; (Hint It was in general use in 
other portion® of the State and It 
would add one more mean® tor the 
company Itto Increase Its legitimate 
revenue. Mr. S. T. Etmery opposed 
the petition rnvtll the company had 
restored Its service to Commonwealth 
avenue. -Mir. Emory staled that the 
railroad oommbsslon was considering 
a petition for improvement of the car 
eervioe In. Newton and urged that no 
favors Bhould be granted until the 
present service had been made satis- 
factory. In answer to a question as 
lo the benefit sucth serrviloo would be 
to citizen® of Newton, asked by Al- 
derman Avery, Mir. Sylvester stated 
tliat unless the oampan/y could offer 
a service which the cirtlzeais would use 
it wonld be of no benefit to the com- 
pany. 

At the request of AMemnan Gray 
the unfinished business of a resolve 
relative to securing legislation for a 
park and parkway between Brook- 
line and Watertown was advanced on 
the calendar and ex-Representative 
Ellas B. Bit-hop invited to speak on 
ihe matter. Mr. Bishop showed a 
largo plan which indicated the pro- 
posed park and parkway, etatLng that 
the park proper would be between 
Betacon street and the Brookline line 
witth a parkway thru the EdmandB 
and CWby estates, Chbot Park, Jock 
eon road and Boyd Park to Water- 
town. He related the history of the 
movement tor the past, few year© and 
called attention to the fact that there 
was no connection between the Met- 
ropolitan Pbrk areas south of Boston 
with those north of that city. It is 
therefore, he said, not a project aim 
ply for Newton or Brookline or 
Watertown^ but for the entire metro- 
politan district. The proposed park- 
way would become a beautiful drive 
for automobiles, with trees and shrub® 
instead of closely built up streets 
and diBlrdots. He would have been 
pleased to Bee the parkway widened 
thru the Edmund® and Colby estates, 
but the expense must be considered. 
He spoke very strongly tor preserv- 
ing the beauties of Hammonds woods 
and quoted the late T. J. Gargan as 
saying that the Improvement would be

house® now in the territory to be 
taken, valued at about $7000, while 
•be enftlre aesesaed valuation of the 
land Is $272,000. He quoted the rec- 
omen d»< ion of the Metropolitan Im- 
Piovemenit Commission and charac 
tenized It a® a fair Judgment passed 
by a competent court. The bill, he 
eafkl. merely provides for the present 
acquisition of the land a® the peti- 
tion era realize ihflit the district Is In 
no financial condition to undertake 
development for several years. The 
cost to Newton will vary with the 
action of the Legislature in laying 
this out as a parkway or boulevard. 
As a parkway matter It will probably 
cost Newflon eome $8567 each year 
for redemption of bonds, with chargee 
or about $350 each tor interest ami 
alnldlng fund. As a boulevard propo- 
aftlkm -kt would oost abcut $41,000 
aiiimiaJily for bond® and $1600 each for 
interest and sinking funds. Construc- 
tion would probably coat about $10,- 
000 per, mile otf roadway averaging 
from 16 U> 23 feet Id width. 

Alderman Stone opposed the pas- 
sage of the resolve, saying that while 
the plan was good, his objection was 
based solely on the cost to the city 
and the district. He particularly ot^ 
Jected to the expense of the connect- 
ing Wnk, and said be would heartily 
flavor the taking of Ihe Hammond 
woods tor perk purposes. Mr. Stone 
believed that thd® matter should not 
be pushed becau'se we needed other 
thing® more — such a® the cleaning up 
of ihe Charle® river and because of 
Ihe considerable expenses entailed on 
ihe city. Newton’s G-hiare of the land 
damage would be $10,000, the roadway 
thru Newton of twto and one-half 
miles, 40 feet in width, would cost 
$50,000 without drainage, and a new 
railroad bridge would be necessary, 
costing $20,000, on all of which New- 
ton would pay $10,000 with $350 tor 
interest and $360 for sinking fund ■ 
yearly. In addition Mr. Stone figured 
a loe® In valuation for laud taken 
o t $113,000 or $2041 yearly fn taxes. 
On these Pacts he argued that the 
matter ought to be carefully consid- 
ered before the city committed UseJf 
Hud believed that the assumed advan- 
tage of this oamueoMng Nuk had been 
grea/Hy over-estimated. 

Alderman Gray said I hat this mat- 
ter had been caretolly considered by 
the various Improvement Assoc iations 
in the city, that last year’s board had 
endorsed the project and that it was 
of great interest to a pan of our 
city which, paid large taxes and re- 
ceived but little In return — Chestnut 
Hill. It had been flavored by Brook- 
line and Watertown, and Newton 
wonid be taking a backward step, pos- 
sibly killing the ’whole mailer If lx 
refused its approval now. 

Alderman Moore believed that the 
present was the time to pass this 
resolution and called attention to the 
fact that some of the beauties o? the 
proi>osed area were even now' being 
destroyed. 

The resolution was then adopted by 
a standing vote. Aldermen Doherty, 
Moore, Lyons, Gray, Sullivan, Ohad- 
bourne, Towle. Wbods and Burr vot- 
ing in favor, Aldermen Miller, Stone 


Blakemore. Cox, Barken- and Higgins 
vottng against. 

Mayor Hatftelda pointless veto of 
the onamsfer to 96 Pine *rre*f of the 
junk Hcenee of L. Grcnspon w«.s then 
taken up. Tihe Mayor returned, the 
matter because he had d hoovered 
hat a bank of which he wo® presi- 
dent was torterorted in tihe premises, 
96 Pine street, and he believed ihe 
tocund should know that float. Alder- 
man Frydcrwond related the history 
of the Grenspon case. wihWh ha* been 
pending for over six month®, and 
urged it a passage notwithstanding tihe 
veto of the Mayor, whom he stated 
wa® not opposed to such action by 
tihe board. Aldermen Ivyons airo 
spoke principally on tihe point that 
the etty authorities had neglected to 
Improve Pine street and otao mated 
(bat he had no obJecMon to the pas- 
sage over the .Mayor's veto.

At 8 o’clock In the parlors lha topic 
■'Agriculture and Country Life In ( 
New England” was considered. Dr. 
George M. Twitch ell of Auburn. Me.. ■ 
was unable to be present owing lo : 
Illness and Mr. George H. Ellis was 
the first speaker. Mr. Ellis Is a mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College 
and chairman of the committee on ( 
ogri culture of the Boston Chamber of ( 
Commerce. He spoke of farm con- 
ditions 50 years ngo when there were 
few implements to work with and . 
very little machinery, which was an 
Incentive for young men to go West . 
where ihere were larger opportun- ] 
It lea and where work was carried on 
on a larger scale. He also spoke, at 
some length, of the Improved condi- 
tions, end the better understanding 
of flnrm work by the farmer, nnd i 
stated that with the large variety of 
soils New England should take care 
of hereclf. The other speaker was 
President Kenyon L. Butterfield of 
the Massachusetts Agicultural Col- 
lege and a member of President 
Roosevelt's Country Life Commission, 
who spoke on "Ideals of Country Life 
und How to Attain Them,” He divid- 
ed his address Into three parts or 
ideals which should be developed in 
rural districts. The first was to put 
agricultural business on a thoroughly 
modern basis, to enlarge rural life 
and make it more profitable by pay- 
ing more attention to the disposal of 
crops. Forty million people live un- 
der rural conditions and the second 
ideal was to place life under a higher 
standard of personal growth and cul- 
ture, to gelt the best out of It that 
was possible, not alone for materlaJ 
profit but for its ideal side. There Is 
a call to college men to go to the 
country, the love of freedom of out- 
door life and its rural environment 
appeals lo them. There Is a poetry 
In the life of the country to dhe edu- 
cated man offsetting its drudgery and 
monotony, an enlargement of stan 
dards or personal growth and culture. 
The third Ideal was the establish- 
ment of a satisfactory and permanent 
standard of community life in the 
country: for (he farmer to remain 
there after lie has become prosperous 
thus selting an example for the 
younger generation. The address 
closed with an urgent plea for better 
conditions and higher standards in 
fihe churches, schools, the grange and 
the library.

If 
adopted by the Legislature, would add 
bo much to .the metropolitan park 
debt. Hte reasons are logical and 
eound and It is a plity that, the efity 
is placed In the position of favoring 
such an expensive and only half meri- 
torious scheme.

Trifloant Junk license Is chiefly re- 
markable for the theory on which It 
ds based. The reason advanced for 
withholding executive approval is new 
to this city end absolutely foreign to 
Newton’s standards.

INDUSTRIAL CONFERENCE. 

A confereneee of the committee on 
Industrial conditions of women and 
children, which is a joint committee 
with the State Federation and the 
Women's Educational and Industrial 
Union, was held at Perkins Hall. Bos- 
ton. on Thursday afternoon of last 
week. Mrs. Mary Morton Kehew, 
president of the union, was in the 
rihair as chairman of the committee. 

Richard K. Conant, secretary of the 
Massachusetts child labor committee, 
■spoke of the organization of this com- 
mittee something over a year ago 
and of what it has been doing since 
then. He said that people in general 
had thought of child labor in Massa- 
chusetts much as of the question of 
“snakes In Ireland." that wasn't any. 
Investigation has shown that this la 
far from true, and In reality there 
ere many serious problems; also that 
•Massachusetts lags behind other 
states in the matter of laws for its 
regulation. He then went on to dis- 
cuss and explain the six child labor 
bills now before the Legislature. 

John Graham Brooks, president of 
the National Consumers’ League, took 
for his topic. "New Phases in the 
Work of the Consumers’ League." He 
reviewed the history of the work of 
the league and pointed out how its 
principles are gradually being ac- 
cepted nod that manufacturers are 
beginning to see that It is to their 
advantage to adopt t/hem, until now 
even the label has been Lmitatd- In 
referring to the part women are play- 
ing in these matters he said that it 
was the disinterested sympathy of 
the women that saved the Juvenile 
Court to Denver. Women are not 
blinded by the money motive as men 
are. 

The theory of ”no interference" on 
the part of the consumer has been 
broken down during the past 10 years. 
Formerly great corporations (held that 
rhe public had no right to interfere, 
but the directors are gradually be- 
ginning to realize that the publta 
must be reckoned with; that their 
corporations must be run under the 
power of the consumer, and for the 
advantage of the community. The 
consumer has already come to his 
right In the matter of insurance. He 
cited an Instance In the manufacture 
or chocolate, how in an island belong- 
ing to Portugal large quantities of 
It are produced under frightful con- 
ditions of slavery. Tbeoe facts have 
been called to the attention of firms 
manufacturing chocolate and several 
•to porta nt ones have promise it to take 
measures to avoid buying slave trade 
chocolate and to get legislation in 
Portugal to stop it. that ihe standard 
of production may be raised to a 
human and decent one. In closing he 
said that It is quite Inexcusable for 
any woman not to belong to the Coti- 
Humers’ League and filial the 20th 
ceiuury Is the century of ihe con- 
sumer. 

'Mies Davlda French, director of 
the committee on savings bank insur- 
ance nt the union, told of the suc- 
cess of the work and of some of the 
methods being adopted to spread the 
movement, which is in reality one for 
the encouragement or thrift among 
wage-earners. They are at present 
educating the settlement workers In 
its advantages, hoping In this way 
'o spread ihe work among the peo- 
ple In their districts. 

Miss Edith G. Reeves, who for two 
years has held the fellowship sup- 
ported by the Federal ion for research 
in induvltrlal conditions, gave an In- 
teresting account of her work. She 
told of ill e bill which will lie pre- 
sented at the State House, asking for 
the appointment of a committee to In- 
vestigate the system of factory ln-

We are set- 
ting a high standard for our children 
and this necessitates the raising our 
own standards in the home. 

In turning to Ihe various so-called 
competitors, Mrs. Angler felt they 
are not such, but normally are merely 
complementary. She dwelt upon the 
value of the college training and the 
fact that the girls, In particular, are 
feeling the need of it, and quoted 
from President Woolley of Mt. Hol- 
yoke. who values It as the prepara- 
tion for effective service. The speak- 
er placed It as a power against the 
establishment In this country of an 
aristocracy of wealth. 

Of the church she felt that It Is 
In no sense a rival, but In both we 
are working zealously for the same 
things. There should be unity of pur- 
pose and of activities, but not neces- 
sarily a unity of opinion. Women 
have ever done the work of the 
church, and as it reprosente its 
spiritual side, It should receive the 
first place. 

In speaking of the club she quoted 
two very widely differing opinions In 
regard to ifihe woman's club — a for- 
eigner who calls it the most American 
thing In America, and the word of 
Edward Bok of Philadelphia, who,, 
while grantisg certain beneficent re- 
sults from some clubs, scores them 
severely for the things which they 
have not done. As a specific sugges- 
tion to her own club, Mrs. Angler 
urged the working for a saner cele- 
bration of the Independence Day 
right here in NewVon and pointed 
out. the good opportunity for a 
pageant commemorating the preach- 
ing of John Eliot to the Indians its 
a subject or great interest to boys in 
particular.

SCHOOL ATHLETICS POP CONCERT C. I DINNER UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


NEWTON HIGH WINS TRIANGULAR MEET 


A new high jump record and the 
equalling of the 30-yard low hurdle 
mnrk -were tihe foate that especially 
marked tine ftftih annual Indoor track 
meetimg of Wire Preparatory echool 
tenth lcfilc league in the Newton hilgh 
gymnasium Inst Friday evening. The 
meet was won by Newton 'high school 
scoring 38 points. Brookline high 
was second with 24 and Cambridge 
Latin scored one lone point 

Alfred D. Chandler, captain of the 
Brookline Iraok team, broke the 
league record in the running high 
jump, which •was held by 'himself, bet- 
tering hie old mlark by <two inches. 
The old figures of 6 feett 6 1-2 Inches 
were made a year ago. 

Captain William Clancy of the New- 
ton high it earn equaled Robert S. Por- 
ter's record of 4 1-5 seconds in the 
final heart, of the 30-jtaird hurdles. 

The meet was one of the most, ex- 
citing ever held by the league, and 
Ifcho Newton high gymnasium was 
filled by the followers of the three 
teams. 

When Brookline high capltured all 
three plaoes in the running high 
jump, Newton’s hopes -fell somewhat, 
but when the next even*, the sbotput. 
was ended the Newton, followers were 
given a chance to cheer, for all three 
places went ito the home athletes. 

That itho meet went off without the 
slightest hitch was largely due to the 
Work of Captain Clarence C. Little of 
the Hlairmrd track team and Man- 
ager Leon Little of the Harvard team, 
■who respectively acted as referee 
and cleric of the course. 

Wallace Taylor of Brookline high 
school was .the highest point, scorer 
of the meet, getting first in the 300- 
yard. run, third in the 600-yard run, 
second In the 30-yard dash and third 
in the 30-ytard thuTdles. Hi!s all- 
round work -was a feature of the meet 
end without him Brookline would 
have been badly beaten. 

Seth Woods of Newton high, winner 
of rt be 30-yard dash and who finished 
third in the shot put, carried off the 
honors for his school. 

In the final heat of the 30-yard dash 
Seth Woods of Newlon high got the 
jump on the other two sprinters and 
flashed over the tape ui winner. 

In rthe 30-yard low hurdles Captain 
WiMam Clancy of Newton high was 
ploleed itto win, and win he did. Ken- 
neth Famham. a teammate, wae sec- 
mid, and Taylor captured third place 
for Brookline. 

Tlie favorite in the 300-yard run 
was William Adams, but because of 
a false start he was set back, nnd 
first place was won by Wallace Tay- 
lor of Brookline high. James Gal- 
lagher of Newton finished second and 
Adams third. 

The GOO-yard run developed inito an 
interesting race hcltween Stuart Rider 
of Newton and Orville Forte of the 
etame «dh<col. Rider wOn by a few 
yards over Ftarte, and Wyman was 
third. 


The most sensational race of the 
meet was the 1000-yard run, which 
was expected lo go to Henry McClure 
of Newton high. He led the field for 
six laps, then out from the bunch 
sprang Erie Stone of Brookline high 
nnd passed him. Stone kept his lead 
and won by less than three yards. 
Black-man of Hambridge Latin, se- 
cured the only point mode by his 
school by finishing third. 

Ltoyd Marshall captured first plaoe 
in the sbotput. 

Brookline took all three places In 
the running high Jump, Captain 
Chandler being first with 5 feet 8 1-2 
ln-chos. 

The relay race was between New- 
iton and Brook 1 hie high teams, Cam- 
bridge I^at.ln not running. It proved 
an easy victory for Newlon after 'Mc- 
Clure, the third runner, went out and 
overhauled Johnson, of Brookline and 
opened up a large gap for Captain 
Clancy, who ran last for Newlon. The 
summary:

Hardness of Icebergs.

The hardness of Icebergs is something 
wonderful, even surpassing (hat of the 
“ln»d ice" reported from St. Peters* 
i'll rg in 17-10, wherein it Is declared 
flint "‘In the severe winter of that year 
n house was built of ice tnkcu from 
the river Neva which was fifty feet 
long, sixteen feel wldo nnd twenty 
feet high, and I lie walls supported the 
roof, which wns also of Ice. Before it 
stood two Ice mortars nnd six ice enu- 
non made on a turning lathe, with 
carriages and wheels jiIro of Ice, The 
cannon were of the caliber of rIx 
pounders, but they were loaded only 
with one-quarter pound of powder nnd 
with hemp balls— on one occasion with 
Iron. The thickness of the ice was 
only four Inches, and yet It resisted 
the explosion,” Ice palaces have also 
been built In late years in this coun- 
try and iu Cnunda which have stood 
for weeks, bo, then, how strong must be 
the ice In masses hundreds of feet in 
thickness!— Pittsburg Press. 

Helped Him to Hurry, 

Prince Bismarck once told a Btory of 
the battlefield of Koeulggrntz. The old 
emperor, then king of Prussia, had 
exposed himself and his staff to the 
enemy’s fire In n very reckless fnsh- 
ion and would not hear of retreating 
to a safe distance.

But we did 
not get on fast enough, nnd at last 1 
rode close up to the king, took my 
foot out of the right stirrup and se- 
cretly gave his horse an energetic kick. 
Such n thing had never before hap- 
pened to the fat mare, but the move 
was successful, for she shot off In a 
fine canter.” 

Tricks of Short Sight,

When silica 
became a constituent of the sea thesi- 
animats may have coated themselvei i 
with silicious coverings, bat ninny ol 
their cells were still bathed by the 
fluid, nnd some of them ns they passed 
from the sea to the land may have 
dosed up their alimentary rimnls, so 
that n distinction arose between their 
Internal organs and their outer super- 
ficies, but still, for the good of their 
cells, they still bathed them in tho 
saline fluid. To do so more effectively 
they took the Rnllne fluid ashore with 
them In tile form of n blood serum, nnd 
It Is this blood serum which we enrry 
about with us today, the moRt evident 
relic of tho nge when we were marine 
animats. 

German Dialect In Wisconsin. 

It is two German women who are 
speaking in the presence of uu Irish 
womnn,

When 
the Germans arrived here in full force 
tho country was already settled, large 
ly by Ynnkoos nnd Irish, nnd the Ger- 
man bad to buy bis farm here or there. 
Thus a number of them found them- 
selves located lu the town of Erin, 
where, of course, they learned the lan- 
guage of the country. And i leave 
It to my fellow citizens In Wisconsin 
whether n Germnn ennnot Rpeak ns 
broad nnd rich a brogue ns nny son of 
Erin.— Charles D. Stewart in Atlantic. 

First Use of Iron. 

As a result of his interesting investi- 
gations. Dr. Ridgeway concludes that 
the smelting of Iron originated in 
central Europe, and especially in llin 
region known ns Norieum. equivalent 
to modern Austria and Buvnrin. 

In Egypt it can be traced back to the 
ninth century B. C.. nnd in Libya to 
about 450 IL C, First mention of its 
use In China goes back to 400 B. 0„ 
while in Uganda it is said to have 
been in use only some five or six 
centuries. 

The above date for the first use of 
iron In Egypt refers to the metal ob- 
tained by smelting. The use of na- 
tive Iron In the form of meteorites 
dates back to remote antiquity. The 
weapons made from these were ob- 
tained, like flint Implements, by chip- 
ping. And it Is Interesting to remem- 
ber that recent Investigations have 
shown that the iron of many meteor- 
ites is a sort of natural steel.

From a per- 
fectly dustless ntmosphere the mois- 
ture would descend in ceaseless rain 
without drops. The dust particles 
serve as nuclei nbout which vapor 
gathers. The snow crystal Is the most 
beautiful creation of the nerinl mois- 
ture, and the hailstone Is the most ex- 
traordinary. The bcurt of every hail- 
stone is a tiny speck of dust, Such a 
speck, with a little moisture condensed 
about it. is the germ from which may 
be formed a hailstone capable of fell- 
ing a mail or smashing a window. But 
first it must In* caught up by n cur- 
rent of air and carried to the level of 
the lofty cirrus clouds five or six or 
even ten miles high. Then, continual- 
ly growing by fresh accessions of 
moisture, it begins its long plunge to 
the earth, spinning through the cloud 
and flushing in the sun like a diamond 
bolt shot from a rainbow.— New York 
Tribune.

At hhe meeting of the Social Sci- 
ence Club on Feb. 23 Mrs. Francis B. 
Hornbrooke gave an Interesting and 
sympathetic presentation of the life 
of ■' Margaret Fuller.” Today, she 
e.vid, Margaret Fuller’s nnme ia the 
only one of tihe Transrondentalims 
that stands out with vividness. Every- 
one wiho <mme in contact with her felt 
her power. Horn In 1810, she was 
brought up under tlhe direction of her 
father, who set her at the study of 
l^al In at the age of six and Greek 
when ten and proceeded with classical 
literature at a tremendous pace. She 
■pciiseesed a wonderful Intellect, which 
her -father attempted to train at the 
expense of her manners and the 
graces of life, so that she was often- 
times Ill-mannered and disagreeable 
as a child. But under the Influence 
of a close friend she later learned to 
adjust herself to her surroundings, 
although throughout her life she, in 
common with her ancestors, lacked 
tact. Early in her -career she as- 
serted that the business of life was 
to grow. She had great regard for 
Emerson and read everything that he 
published. ‘Mrs. Hornbrooke related 
Mrs- Emerson’s description of -Mar- 
garet Fuller’s visit© to their home. 

This remarkable woman possessed 
a £<. range magnetic power that at- 
tracted people to herself, but It was 
the feminine mind more chan the 
masculine that responded to her in- 
fluence. 

After her father’s death ©he taught 
for a number of y-oars and later start- 
ed her famous “conversation class” 
tn Jamaica Plain, -whioh she carried 
on for six successive winters. These 
■dosses, said the essayist, were car- 
ried on similarly to the woman's club 
of today. Miss Fuller would talk up- 
on some subject for a time and then 
■the members asked questions and dis- 
cussed the topics. 

While Miss Fuller never was a 
member of the Brook Farm commun- 
ity, dhe was in close touch with many 
of the members, and became editor 
of "The Dial,” the organ of the Trans- 
cendent a lists. While she wrote many 
books, they never brought her money. 

Afterwards she was literary editor 
and critic of the New York Tribune 
for two years. 

At lenglh a visit to Europe was 
brought about and there she met Car- 
lyle, Harriet Martlneau, George Sand 
and many other oelebritles. While in 
Italy she met and married Marquis 
Ossoli and on their return to America 
In 1850 they with jthelr Child were 
lost In a shipwreck off Fire Island. 

l.n summing up her character Mrs. 
Hornbrooke -said: "Her place In lit- 
erature is not a great one. For one 
who accumulated so much she pro- 
duced but little and that not of a 
lasting value. She was a cistern, but 
not a fountain, but she was an In- 
spirer of others, a patient and Inde- 
fatigable student of all that was best. 
She most conscientiously improved 
every opportunity that came to her. 
In private life she had been a devoted 
daughter and sister, in her last years 
a tender wife and mother and always 
a loyal friend.”
